The interim agreement* call for the Shinweock Nations to ina*ffle to »«tog price for 
cigarettes to re asonably acceptable levels on Tuesday as the flm step toward achieving in acceptable 
tev»l of parity by the end of the 30 days. 

The ghhmacoct: alto have agreed not to toll motor fod, but will Join the other Nation* in 
negotiating separately with the Independent Producer* of ftettoiww » obtain tribal pumps at off- 
resarvatico gas atatiwia dose to their reservations for tut-ftte Mlw of motor fuel to Indian Nation 
members.

The agreement doci not call for direct payments to tbe State from the Nations, though 6 we 
revenue it expected to increase n a result of the ssJumcocIc’s decision not to sell motor fuel — 
meaning that buiineti will go to poo-todtaa sutiotu. 
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In edition, th* igreemwtto irwfeiM oigarche price* wilt tcsuh in more off-iejervatkiiflalw 
by tenoning the mowrtlve to travel to reservation stores. Final figures cannot bt determined until 
foil agreements art In plica. 

As jtfrt of the interim agreement#, tilt Indian Notions have agreed cot to «ll cigHrettw 
toough the Internet or thrtyuftb tire moil u^g common carriers 

. The Nations will begin puftkyi in place their own licensiag procedures for irunufacttfen, 
traiispoittt*, wbolesalwi »d Indian retailers 'irtio mamdactuie, transport, wholesale or sell 
cigoietu*, gasoline and dinel fueL 

The agreements Also provide for the Natjotu to start the ootttreeting process with a stamping 
company for the design and manufacture of their own cigarette stamp, which w!U be placed on 
cartoae and p&ikfi of cigarettes. The procest Is expscled to be completed In four to eb< w«ki. 

. All Kailttu will share information with the State regarding who has authoritarian to 
manufacture, transport, wholesale and retail cigarettes. 

The Nations will inform the State When any ltoeesa It revoked, while also preriding reports 
twice a month to the Stale on the distribution of dgaettea whWn their resavarioas. 

A co mp l ian ce team consisting of one member from each Nation and one member from the 
Stale will be created to ensure oon^Iiwce with tbc parity section of the agreement. The teem will 
issue report* to dm Nations and the State.

Each Nation will conduct hcaringi of any alleged violations and deternane whether penalties 
should be assessed,'InchHtlflg tip revocation of a license. 

Each Nation will majue goad faith effort* to enforce their agreement within the boundaries 
of their reservation*, including the seizure of any unlicensed products. The State will seize any 
unlicensed products off reservations. 

Governor PataU told the State will move forward wHh the implementation of sales tax 
regulations for those Nations that do tret hive agreements la place. However, the Governor said tire 
administration will cent!rue to negotiate with these Nations. 

"We must ensure that Now York taxpayers and bustawea that have suffered for years 
because of the competitive advantage the Indian businesses have enjoyed ere treated fairly, white 
respecting tire sovereignty of tire Indian Nations , 11 Governor Tataki said. 
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
